Outsort cards containing insignificant zeros to left of column being sorted. 


Select master cards that are followed by detail cards.

Select groups having pre-determined number of cards: (1) all groups same; (2) variable per 
coding on lead master card; (3) select up to first (or last) ten cards from each group; (4) groups 
having “at least” required number of cards.
